THE BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE. 


The bricklayers of this place went out on 
strike on Tuesday. The strikers claim that 
they went to work supposing that they 
would be paid the going wages, which they 
claim has been from §4 to $5 per day, and 
fearing yesterday morning that the con- 
tractors were only intending to pay from 
$2.75 to $3.25, they demanded a settlement, 
and finding they they were to be paid off 
at the latter rates,they quit work in a body. 
To-day they are all off work and building is 
at a standstill with the exception of what 
the contractors can do themselves, and they 
demand $4.50 per day before going to work 
again. 

The contractors claim that the going 
wages has been from §2.00 to $3.50 per day 
and not from $4 to 85 as stated by the 
strikers. They also say that they have 
been paying some of their best men 
at those prices,and that they were satisfied 
and that some of the men still wished to 
work but are afraid to do so on account of 
threats from the others. They do not con- 
sider that any of the strikers are worth the 
amount they demand and say that they can 
do all the work they have on hand them- 
selves without any assiswaice from the 
strikers.

The bill gives the 
supreme court of the Northwest juris- 
diction to grant alimony to any wife 
who would be entitled to alimony by 
the law of England, or who would be 
entitled under that law to divorce and 
alimony, or who would be entitled to 
a decree for the restoration of conjugal 
rights. 

Mr. Haultain’s bill respecting com- 
missioners to make enquires concerning 
publicfmatters, was read a second time. 
The ordinance gives a commissioner of 
enquiry appointed by the lieutenant- 
governor-in-council the powers of a 
court of record as to enforcing the at- 
tendance of witnesses, and otherwise. 

Haultain’s bill respecting the legis- 
lative assembly was considered in com- 
mittee of the whole and progress report- 
ed. The bill fixes the quorum of the 
assembly at 10; defines the duties of 
speaker and deputy speaker, the latter 
being permanent chairman of commit- 
tee of the whole; the salary of the 
spe.ker which is fixed a8 before at 
$500 a session ; the indemnity to mem- 
bers which is also fixed as before at 
$500 a session; penalty of $10 a day 
for absence from the assembly except 
in case of sickness ; methods of resign- 
ing from the assembly ; provisions for 
the production of papers and examina- 
tion of witnesses by the house or its 
committees, and the electoral districts 
and their boundaries. The need of the 
provisions regarding the speaker's 
salary and members indemnity arose 
from the fact that these matters which 
formerly were provided for in the 
Northwest Act were last session placed 
under the control of the assembly. 
The boundaries of the electoral dis- 
tricts were not changed from those al- 
ready existing, except to remedy one or 
two trifling mistakes.

Haultain introduced a bill to provide 
for the better auditing of the public 
accounts of the Territories. 

Neff introduced a bill to amend and 
consolidate as amended the statute 
labor and fire district ordinance. 

Haultain’s bill to amend and con- 
solidate the law relating to mortgages 
and sales of personal property was read 
a second time. A bill to amend the 
same ordinance, introduced by Mr. 
Gillis, which came up for second read- 
ing to-day also, was allowed to stand 
for incorporation in Mr. Haultain’s con- 
solidation. Mr. Haultain’s bill extends 
to fourteen pages and if passed will be 
called the Bills of Sale ordinance. The 
present registration districts and clerks 
are continued,and vacancies inthe clerk- 
ships filled by lieutenant-governor-in- 
council. Every mortgage or convey- 
ance intended to operate as a mortgage 
of goods and chattles, which is not ac- 
companied by an immediate delivery, 
and an actual and continued change of 
possession of the things mortgaged, 
must be registered within thirty days, 
together with the affidavit of bona fides 
of the mortgagee and also of a witness. 
The mortgage takes effect. from the day 
of filing. A mortgage to secure future 
advances or to indemnify endorsers, 
etc., isto be valid if duly registered. 
Lien notes must be accompanied by 
affidavits as in the case. of 
chattel mortgages and must be register- 
ed within fifteen days. Registration is 
only effective within theregistration dis- 
trict where made. If the mortgage or 
lien note is not registered or the con- 
sideration is not duly expressed it is 
void against other creditors of the 
mortgagor. The description of the pro- 
perty must be fulland sufficient. In 
case of an assignment for the general 
benefit of creditors the following de- 
scription will be sufficient. “All my 
personal property which may be seized 
and sold under execution.” 
Mortgages must be registered 
in the registration district in which 
the property is situated. A mortgage 
ceases to be valid after two years, 
unless renewed, and must be renewed 
yearly after the first two years. In 
case of decease of the mortgagor his 
next of kin or executor may make 
affidavit for renewal. If mortgaged 
goods are removed from one registration 
district to anotner, the registration 
must be renewed in the district to 
which they are removed within three 
weeks after removal or they may be 
seired by the mortgagee. Chattels 
may also be seized by the mortgagee 
for default in payment, to prevent dis- 
traint for rent, in case of execution hay. 
ing issued against them, or attempt to 
sell. A judge may correct omissions or 
mistatements ina mortgage. <A gener- 

ai authority may be granted to an agent 

to take mortgages. Mortgages of un- 

planted crops are void except for seed 

grain. The fees are: Filing instru-

When this is conceded, as it must be 
by all fair minded people, the natural 


to blame if there was failure, who were 
entitied to all credit if there was success, 
who instigated and controlled the ex- 
penditure, should have the privilege of 
paying all the bills. If it isa fact, as 
has been hinted by the Regina Leader, 
that the management of the fair is short 
of money to complete the payment of 
accounts incurred, in the natural 
course of events the money must be 
found by those responsible for the ex- 
ittence and conduct of the fair and for 
the expenditures connected with it. 
The Leader intimated that the North- 
west assembly would be asked to con- 
tribute another @5,000 towards those 
expenses, and certain paragraphs in His 
Honors speech would lead to an in- 
ference that something of the kind is 
He intimates that the exhi- 
bition buildings can at all times be used 
for local and general purposes. If it 
was intended by the management to 
donate these buildings to the local gov- 
ernment, and the town of Reyina—or 
either of them—in the consideravion of 
the liberal assistance already given by 
them ‘to the fair, it would have been 
quite in order to have said so in the 
When that very natural 
and proper course was not indicated it 
is not likely to be adopted. And the 
most natural alternative inference is, to 
sell the property to the government, or 
the town, or both, as a meansof re 
ducing the supposable deficit. If the 
town of Regina should see fit to buy 
the buildings, that would be its own 
business ; but if the funds of the North- 
west government are likely to be used 
in that way the matter is of interest to 
every part of the Territorics, and the 
DuLerin must very definitely protest 
against it. Not that there is any desire 
to decry the fair or deny the possibility 
of good results from it, but simply as a 
matter of straight business. While it may 
have been all right for the late assemb- 
ly to contribute $5,000 to an enter. 
prise in which they had no part, when 
the exhibition has been held and,— 
whether from miscalculation or mis- 
management by those responsible for 
it—a shortage is found in the funds, no 
imaginable reason of prospriety or policy 
can given for the Territorial 
fands being taxed with the shortage or 
any part of it.

Almost every year the Territorial legis- 
lature has pressed upon the Dominion 
government the need of more money 
for absolute necessities ; but if money 
that was voted by parliament to meet 
absolute necessities is diverted so far 
from the purpose for which it was voted 
with the consent of the legislature, it 
will be used as an argument against the 
need of a further increase in the par- 
amentary vote to the Territories. If 
we make it appear that we have money 
to squander in making up deficits for 
which we are not responsible, we can 
scarcely make out a good case for the 
needed increase in our ordinary funds. 
It is particularly inopportune that this 
demand should be made—if it is 
made—in s year when the treasury of 
the Territories has been called upon to 
bear the strain of the relief works for 
which the Dominion government refus- 
ed to provide, although it could supply 
plenty of money—as was then suppos- 
ed—to carry the fair to a successful 
conclusion. By the sharp practice—on 
one side—the treasury of the Terri- 

tories was saddled with the one burden,

THE CROP IN ONTARIO. 


The harvest in this district and most parts 
of the province, eaye the London Free Press, 
ere now over and every cereal crop ie better 
than the moet sanguine expectations predict- 
od im the early part of the season. The fall 
wheat crop wae never better and is yrelding 
from 2 to 35, and even #) bushels to the 
acre, and in others from 15 to 25. Barley 
hae yield up to 50 bushels to the acre. In 
the Huron district as high as 75 to 80 bushels 
of conte have been threshed to the acre; of 
oouree, Uhie will not be the average, but it 
shows what enormous crops have been raised 
in some parts, notwithstanding the doubt- 
ful outlook in toe force part the season. 
The pea crop is one of the best ever seen in 
Ontario, expecially the late planted tields. 
The acreage is one of the largest for some 
years. Corn is immense, and this crop too 

received « larger attention from the far- 
mers than any previous year. There are 
some patches im the county of Middlesex, 
the stalks of which are fourteen feet high, 
end euch proliticacy nas seldom been known 
in this district. With such « crop as we 
have im Untario and in the Northwest in 
fact in Canada all over, if any kind of fair 
proces prevail, ~¥ — be a boom in 
the country and ¢ tumes be general 
ermong all classes.

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THE GREAT YACHT RACE. 


(On the morning of the 7th of September, 
the Valkyrie II] and the Defender rolled 
and pitched at their moorings in the horse- 
shoe inside Sandy Hook.. They were the 
two graceful and powerful centres of in- 
tercst among ell the fleet of yachts of all 
| sizes and varicties, for they were to sail 
| that day for the America’s cup, and the 
international championship. . The two rival 
yachts looked like greyhounds held in, 
| eager to dash forward, and longing for the 
test of their speed and endurance. Shortly 
after ® o'clock the weather cleared some- 
what and the breeze increased. Both 
yachts had been actively preparing for the 
race all the morning, ma at 8:35 the De- 
fender started off for the starting point in 
tow ofatug. The Valkyrie remained at 
her moorings a little longer, but her crew 
were busy. The weather at this hour was 
far from satisfactory to the yachtsmen and 
was looked upon as being unfavorable to the 
Valkyrie’s chances, it being the general 
opinion that she would not show up well in 
a heavy swell and ‘light air which then 
seemed to be the prospect for the racers. 
At 0:15 the Defender and Valkyrie both in 
tow were making for Sandy Hook. The 
Valkyrie passed outside the Hook at 9:31, 
and, as she did so, set her jib. The Defen- 
der followed suit one minute later, and the 
two boate were under way for the starting 
point. At 12:20 the starting signal was 
tired and they were off, the Valkyrie cross- 
png the line 5 seconds ahead of the Defender. 
For the first three hours the Valkyrie had 
the best of the race, leading the Defender 
from the start, but after that the wind, 
which had been very light during the whole 
of the race, became still lighter and almost 
adead calm. From that time till the end 
of the race it was very doubtful if either of 
the boats would finish the race within the 
time which was six hours. The Defender 
finally crossed the winning line eight min- 
utes ahead of the Valkyrie and just within 
the time allowed, thus winning the first of 
the five races for the championship. In the 
secon” race the Valkyrie came in ahead by 
? minutes and 12 seconds, but the Defender 
was awarded the race on account of a foul 
by the Valkyrie. To win the cup the Val- 
kyric will have to take the other three races, 
one of which is being run to-day. 
The following is the record of the previous 
races for the America’s cup: 
1851—America won America’s cup in the 
race around Isle of Wight, England, start- 
ing from Cowes. The America was rated at 
170 tons. 
1870—Magic beat Cambria. 
1871—Columbia and Sappho beat Livonia, 
four out of five. 
1876—Madeline beat the Canadian 
schooner Countess of Dufferin, of Belleville, 
Ontario. 


1881 —Mischief and Gracie beat the Can- 
adian centre-board sloop Atlanta. 

1885—Paritan beat Genesta. 

1886— Mayflower beat Galatea. 

18*7—Volanteer beat Thistle. 

1893— Vigilant beat Valkyrie IT.
